Mandate Is Stayed. 

Justice Frederick R. De Young filed 
with the clerk of the court a stay order 
which stays the mandate in the case 
until thé’ petition for a rehearing can 
be revidwed at the Febrtfary term of 
court. The order bears date of Dec. 31. 
It was issued in Chicago and came to 
the clerk's office today. 

For the most part, the petition is 
a review of the argument made in the 
brief presented to the court when the 
case was taken up. It is insisted that 
the Supreme court has overlooked, as 
the Circuit court was alleged to have 
overlooked, the contention of the de 
fense on the question of joint lability. 

Emphasis ig given to the assertion 
that the governor's testimony, in 
which he declared that he had paid 
over what money he received for in- 
terest on state funds, seems to have 
been entirely overlooked in the prepa- 
ration of the majority opinion of the 
court.. Justices Duncan and Heard, in 
their minority opinion, insisted that 
the governor’s testimony on this was 
not duly considered either in the trial 
court, or by the majority of the 
Supreme court. 

May Bankrupt Small. 

Referring to the consequences of the 
judgment, the petition declares: 

“That the prosecution in this case 
may ultimately enforce a judgment 
against Small to the extent of Small’s 
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| private means for all ot the interests 
and discounts paid by the packers on 
the funds in question, less, of course, 
the amount which Small is able to 
} prove he paid into the state treasury in 
his two interest reports, thus making 
him pay moneys which he never re 
ceived, and leaving him worse than 
penniless, and the saroe time making 
it fmpossible for him, under rules laid 
down by the courts, to compel contri- 
bution from those who actually re 
ceived the money. 

“A statement of the sources from 
which the interest money was received 
would impose no injustice.

should be held accountable for interest 
collected by the Curtises and never re- 
ceived by Small.” ) 

Says He Paid Interest. 

The petition contends Sma!! collected 
and paid into the state treasury in- 
terest on moneys in the Grant Park 
bank at substanélally the same rate as 
that collected from other banks.

Eleven five ton auto- 
mobile trucks, propelled only by 
charcoal, havé just completed a 2,125 
mile tour of France and Belgium with- 
out a mishap. 

Stock motor trucks with ordinary’ 
gasoline motors were used for the ex- 
periment. A “ gasogene,” a mixer, and 
a compressor are the only three new 
parts which are added to make the 
automobile a charcoal burner.

Oil should be changed 
more often in winter than in summer, 
more often for city driving than for 
hard driving on trips, more often for 
an old engine than for a new one, 
excepting an engine that is so new 
as to be difficult,to start.

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Leaders All 
Out of Step 


Greatest U. S. Industry 
Needs National Policy, 
Says Missouri Dean. 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 

YNCHRONIZATION of agricul 
ture ts one of the American 
farmer’s greatest needs. In its 
present inharmonious condition 


agriculture is much like a congested 
street where traffic regulations are not 
enforced—the teamsters, the automo- 
bile and truck drivers, and the pedes 
trians all have their own ideas about 
who has the right of way. 

The same thing is true of agricul- 
ture. Its leaders, coming from differ-. 
ent sections, have their own ideas 
about who has the right of way. This 
fact is being forcibly brought out in 
Washington, D. C., where almost every 
day leaders are dashing into the capi- 
tol with a new bill for agriculture. 
There are now more than a-score of 
these bills, and many more in the mak- 
ing, to be dug through and passed 
upon by congress. 

The multiplicity of opinions, plans. 
and bills indicates the conflicting no- 
tions that agriculturists have in the 
different sections of ‘the United States, 
in many cases due to the lack of in- 
formation about conditions and needs 
in other farming districts. The Mis- 
sissippi valley farmer’s chief business 
may be the raising of cattle and hogs, 
corn and wheat, but he should know 
more about producers in other parts of 
the country. His welfare may depend 
upon the conditions of men in other 
states where the main source of reve- 
nue comes from producing cotton, to- 
bacco, citrus fruit or milk. 

Suggest National Policy. 

A definite national agricultura! 
policy is now suggested as an aid in 
correlating the farmer’s interests. Nc 
doubt sucha policy is needed, but 
the formation of one offers many dif- 
ficulties. 

Frederick B. Mumford, executive of 


elation, and dean of the college of 
agriculture of the University of Mis- 
souri, says the United States has no 
definite and recognized agricultural 
policy at the present time. He is con- 
vinced the welfare of the nation, in- 
cluding the interests of industry and

It has had such 
a policy in the past that was satis- 
factory and workable, and in harmony 
with the requirements of the times. 
but at present there is no well de 
termined and continuous policy which 
is recognized by the national! or state 
governments on the one hand, and by 
the farmers of the other.” 

“We have not always thus drifted 
without a definite policy in connec 
tion with ovr greatest industry. Our 
agricultural policy from the time of 
the civil war to recent years was 
characterized by a system of land de- 
velopment through occupation of new 
and virgin areas. So certain were the 
rewards in homesteading, or moving to 
a new and undeveloped agricultural 
country, that men of limited ability, 
of no training and comparatively care-

Some of this heavy extra death rate, he 
contends, must be ascribed to the fact 
that the bachelor class, in a sense, is 
made up of left-overs—men who have 
peen sorted over by the feminine por- 
tion of the population and discarded— 
or else they are such poor spirited fail- 
ures they. never had the courage to 
seek marriage. 

For the ease of the bachelor mind, 
happily, Dr. Fisk allows there is a 
sprinkling of healthy and vital men 
whose emvtions have been sublimated 
in some absorbing career.

Widowers likewise have a high death 
rate. And Dr. Fisk allows this fact to 
score a high mark for the nagging 
wife. The moral, not offered in so 
many words by our statistician, is, 
therefore, when a nagging wife dies, 
if the man is interested: in rounding 
out his three score and seven he had 
better take on another with ‘the ability 
to spur him into looking after himself. 
The absence of a nagging woman. and 
subsequent generally dislocated life 
here isn’t good for father. 

“It is really not possible to prove 
statistically that, all other things being 
equal, married life is conducive to 
longevity,”’ says Dr. Fisk, “but the 
opinion of most statisticians is that 
the gfeater security and contentment 
and conservation of married people, 
as compared to unmarried, naturally 
makes for greater longevity, and that, 
allowing for the factor of selection, we 
may still regard married life as a more 
healthful state than unmarried life. 
It seems evident that spinsters are 
more readily adjusted to the single 
state than bachelors.” 


How to Prevent Divorce. 
Speaking of marriages as an institu- 
tion, Dr. Fisk sees 99.3 per cent suc- 
cessful, “that is, so far as keeping 
out of the divorce courts is concerned.” 


The trouble, where it does appear, is 


that young men and women are edu- 
cated to get married but not educated 
to stay married.

In fine cookery rice/is just as simple 
as in the most primitive, but seeming- 
ly different because set up in such 
pleasant or even grand ways 
boiled rice may be molded in many 
ways, but if it is packed solidly into a 
border mold, which has been rinsed out 
with cold water, it ean be immediately 
turned out to serve as a real halo for 
a breakfast dish of eggs, for a ‘unch- 
eon dish of creamed fish or vegetables, 
or for some dinner entree. It is a 
fine foundation for curried chicken or 
lamb, or the pilaff, although our most 
reliable authorities on the latter dish 
that is, the travel books about the 
countries where the pilaff is a native 
dish, describe the pilaff as a great 
mound of rice in which is hidden 
chicken or some other meat. 


On Boiling Rice. 


The cooking editor rarely prints her 
recipe for boiling rice without receiv- 
ing a letter or two telling of some bet- 
ter way to doit. She justifies her own 
way because she has tried so many 
ways and believes her method is best, 
although she knows how easy it is to 
fail in following it, with the result that 
the rice 'p either not cooked enough or 
is sOggY. 

But here is a principle that {t seems 
reasonable to follow: Cook the rice in 
only so much water as it can take up, 
starting with it boiling, and covering 
it closely for the most of the cooking 
time so that it can swell. To boil rice 
in water and throw the water away is, 
to be wasteful of good food substance. 
A rice that is so cooked in a lot of 
water as to get a disagreeable skim on 
the water shows that somewhat of the 
starch was cooked out, and sometimes 
it seems as though it must be a good 
deal. To rinse rice in cold water after 
it is cooked is also wasteful. 


Three to One Rice. 


Wash one cup of rice in several] wa- 
ters and put it to drain and partly dry. 
Put three cups of water over the fire to 
boil in a flat bottomed aluminum ket- 
tle. When it boils add the rice slowly 
so that the boiling is not interrupted. 
Boil the rice five minytes with the 
cover off, but not so violently that there 
will be a little volcano, with a small 
opening, in the middle of the kettle, 
but cook it so that the water and rice 
will be uniformly distributed. 


Cover closely after adding a tea- 
spoon of salt, lower fire so that the 
water will not boil out, changing the 
final results unfavorably. At the end 
of fifteen minutes remove cover and 
let rice dry out for-five or ten minutes, 
when each grain should be distinct and 
quite snowlike and palatable, as rice 
sometimes is not because of having 
absorbed too much water.

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recipe for boiling rice, and by it one 
may get about the same effect as in 
the three to one rice. It may be a 
better method to follow than that 
when considerably more rice than a 
half cup or a cupful ts to be cooked. 
The recipe comes from a little type 
written book of a few recipes got up 
by some of the benevolent Chinese 
women of San Francisco: 

“Wash rice until water is clear. 
Place it in a heavy granite or iron 
kettle, and pour in boiling water until 
nearly an inch over the rice. Cover 
tightly and boil fifteen minutes. Re 
move lid, and push to cool part of 
stove. Take a soft cloth, fold several 
times, place over kettle to absorb 
moisture, and steam fifteen minutes 
or until dane. 

Rice Boiled in Milk. 

Both the French and the Germans 
are devoted to rice boiled In milk, the 
former calling it “ riz au lait” and the 
latter “milchreis." In Germany I 
have seen a mold of it as spongy as the 
most spongy desserts we make, cooked 
according to the simple recipe given 
here, but it is not easy to get this 
effect unless the steaming is as even as 
possible. Then it will come out a per- 
fect and handsome mol4. and as dainty 
of texture as any dessert one can get. 

The German recipe is: Scald a half 
cup of picked over rice in three dif- 
ferent waters, adding a pinch of soda 
to the last. 

When rice is the least bit old or 
has passed through a summer in a 
warm place, it may be rancid. though 
so slightly so that only a person as 
keen as possible of scent would notice 
it, yet enough so to turn milk. 

Put the rice into a buttered brown 
bread mold of a pint size, cover with 
a buttered cover, and set on a trivet in 
boiling water which comes up two 
thirds of the height of the mold. Cook 
over a fire which keeps the water fust 
or gently boiling, for two hours. At 
the end of:the two hours dip the mold 
into cold water, take off cover, and 
turn out the rice immediately. It 
should hold the shape of the mold 
perfectly. .@ 

It is delicious without any flavor- 
ing. Some candied and powdered 
orange pee) may be put in with it for 
a change. This is one of the simple 
bits of cookery. but heed must be paid 
to taking every step, missing none, or 
the result will be far from the ideal.

There its not the 
same evenness in the whole gpnerally 
as when the cheese is melted perfectly 
before adding rice to the sauce. 

The following recipe having, like the 
ethers so far given, won considerabie 
favor, it is unblushingly repeated: One 
and a half cups of scalded milk, one 
tublespoon of gelatin soaked in two 
tablespoons of cold milk, or use water 
one-fourth cup of sugar, one half cup 
of cold boiled ri¢e, favoring. One-half 
teaspoon of vanilla is ample for flavor 
ing this quantity. Pour the hot milk 
over the soaked gelatin, add sugar 
and stir til) dissolved. -Cook over the 
fire, if necessary, until the gelatin is 
perfectly dissolved. Cool, and when 
the mixture is near the congealing 
point stir in the rice. Pour into wet 
molds and put into cold place to stit 
fen and chill.

The bolero treatment is by no means confined to models 
of lace. Both velvet and chiffon are constrned in these 
terms, and the success of the latter is illustrated by Chanel 
in our fourth sketch. .Here lemon color chiffon’is draped 
over a pale silver cloth foundation, and the tiered skirt is 
combined with a loose coatee tied with velvet of a slightly 
subdued tone of yellow. 

You will see that both the bolero and the skirt are orna- 
mented with tiny motifs. These are of crystal beads which 
are sewed together in starlike groups of four. In addition 
to this all over effect single beads hanging from silver 
threads border the edges of the jacket and of each tier. Also ~ 
single beads are applied to the armholes and to the decolle- 
tage. The whole effect, especially that of hanging drops, 
1s exquisitely fairylike, and is typical of the latest ideas con- 
cerning the use of both crystal beads and rhinestones. For 
nowadays few frocks are caught in the violent torrente—the 
regular storms—of beads which used to be so popular. 

But, although we do practice so much greater restraint 
in the application of beads, the exploitation of a solid 
surface of sequins, especially notable in Chanel’s famous 
autumn model with the tiers—that model which looked so 
exactly like a brilliant red fish—is still going. on. At 9 re- 
cent performance of the opera, for example, I noted a cape 
of solid jet sequins bordered in white fox.

HIS has been about as encouraging a’ season for Ameri- 
can opera, that lowly cause, despised and rejected of 
opera managers, as any Within memofy. The total out- 
put has not been great, but the Civic Oper& company 

has brought out two, and they have both moved with the mo- 
tion operas ought to have. 


There was to have been a 
third—in fact, a third came into 
“ibe season’s advance notices. .It 

was “A Witch of Salem,” by 
Charlies Wakefield Cadman, but 
they say preparatory details massed 
so high that this work was forced 
over to next season.

both seem to know what is needed

are put on the stage. This, I was beginning to fear, was an 
undiscovered art among American composers. 

It has not been altogether the fault of the composers. 
In these United.States librettists for operas, either of the 
light or serious persuasions, have been scarcer than sealskin 
on a seal coat. Most of the light musical pieces have been 
revisions of earlier plays; from there they have sagged down 
into the appalling intellectual vacuities known as revues. 
In fact, both these new Amefican operas started as plays. 
“ Namiko-San ”’ is an adaptation of a classic Japanese drama, 
and “A Light From St. Agnes” of a play by Mrs. Fiske. 

There is no suggestion of criticism here. Their origins do 
not matter in the least. The important thing is that their 
books worked. when they were put on the stage. But it is 
true that there is a little trouble with the way they were put 
on the stage. In the case of “A Light From St. Aghes,” it 
could probably have been made to work a little better. 

“Namiko-San ” had the advantage of having a Japanese 
soprano in the leading part and a Japanese moving picture 
actor as preliminary adviser. Between them they developed 
something that blended pretty well as Japanese and operatic, 
and that moved smoothly and credibly in performance. When 
“A Light From St. Agnes” was reached there was immediate 
and glaring need of what the opera company has needed 
ever since Charles Moor went away and a long time before 
he came, a competent stage manager, some one to show the 
participants how to project across the footlights what is in

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ged, tumbled mass of bare earth in 
the southeast section of Grant park. 

If you go over the Monroe street 
viaduct out on to that beautiful new 
South Park drive you see on either 
side as unsightly, hideous, and messy 
a stretch of bare earth as can be found 
anywhere on this globe. Mark them 
well, because in a year or so they will 
have blossomed into one of the love- 
liest' parks that ever adorned the heart 
of a great metropolis. 

For one thing, there is the Bucking- 
ham Memorial fountain, which is al- 
ready breaking ground on the eastern 
border of the new drive and on the 
axis of Congress street. It is to be 
one of the great scenic features of 
Chicago. It is best described by the 
real author of the fountain, Edward H. 
Bennett, although, with praiseworthy 
modesty, he points to his collaborators, 
his partners, Messrs. Frost and Par- 
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oe 


fons, and two Frounchmen, MM. Lam- 
bert and awe

Word Picture of Plan. 

Here is Mr. Bennett’s own descrip- 
tion uf thefountain, which is better 
than anything I can do in the way of 
word picture: 

“It should be readily recognized that 
this fountain will be a great public 
benefaction. The scope of this scheme 
is more ample than any that has been 
projected anywhere in modern times 
or in the in any one single foun- 
tain. It may be likened to some ex- 
tent to the superb fountain of Latona 
in the garden of Versailles, although 
its dimensions are more than twice as 
large as that fountain and the flow of 
water probably three or four times 
as ample. An attempt, however, has 
been made to follow the traditions of 
the fountains projected and realized 
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in the great eighteenth century, the 
design of which this fountain also re- 
sembles in ‘its general architectural 
character, although modernized and 
designed in scale with the formal park 
of which it is to be, the center. 

“It is a tradition that water should 
form the feature of any successful 
park. - Without its reflecting surface 
any park will lose half at least of its 
beauty. Public parks as we under- 
stand them are designed for rest of 
body and spirit. Water in motion may 
be said to be one of the greatest fac- 
tors.of delight. and desirability for 
public rec ion... It is probably the 
most captiv#ting anid entertaining to 
the mind afd therefore the most re- 
freshing to the spirit. But not this 
alone, for during the hot summer 
months the actual physical refresh- 
ment given to the air for hundreds of 
feet surrounding this great basin will 
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be tangible, and it undoubtedly will be 
enjoyed by thousands of people during 
the day in the ordinary displays and 
by many tens of thousands when the 
full display is featured. 


x * 
Enjoyment for Masses. 

“Again, the enjoyment which will 
be given to masses of people by the 
color illumination at night may be re- 
garded as of public value, and will 
provide entertainment for thousands 
in the open air without any cost to 
them. 

“The fountain is to be in a garden 
about 600 feet square with four minor 
pools in the subdivisions of this gar- 
den, surrounding the main feature. 
Three fountain basins rising one above 
the other occupy the center of the 
main pool which is approximately 300 
feet across, having four large segmen- 
tal portions interrupted by square an- 
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gles, at one of which is placed a 
sunken power house and operating 
stand. The three basins rise one above 
the other, the lower Dasin 100 feet in 
diameter, the intermediate basin 60 
feet, and the upper basin 24 feet, the 
total height being about 25 feet from 
the level of the ground. 

“There are in all about 72 jets in 
the main fountain. The major num- 


ber form a series of crowns or dome-. 


like éffects rising consecutively from 
the outer pool to the first basin and 
so on to the topmost one, where a 
great column of water rises vertically 
into the air. This column is composite 
and consists of a great central jet ris- 
ing from 70 to 90 feet above the level 
of. the top basin, surrounded by eight 
jets of lesser volume and less in height. 

“It will be seen that the water’ gath- 
ered in this top basin and poured into 
it from the jets below will descend in 
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a sheet of water from this upper basin 
to the one below, flowing then from 
the second basin into the third and 
from the third into the outer pool in 
great sheets. 


= 
In Unceasing Motion. 

“To this general scheme of water are 
added certain shell-like features in all 
the basins from which water will pour 
into the basins below, and, in addition, 
a series of 32 jets, rising from double 
bracketed forms, interrupting the two 
major basins. Again in the outer basin 
there will be centered in each seg- 
mental arc a special feature made up 
of five jets, recalling in a general way 
the central column in the upper basin. 
And finally there will be four pairs 
of sea horses, each projecting foaming 
streams of water on a flat trajectory. 
These sea horse groups, about twenty 
feet long, are placed with reference to
